OSTRICH  FEATHER  ASTER. 


M. 


THE   new  Ostrich  Feather  Aster  is  a 
decided  acquisition.    The  plants  grow 
fifteen  inches  high,  are  of  vigorous, 
branching  habit  and  very  free-blooming. 
The  flowers  are  four  inches  across,  of  fine, 
double  form,  and  borne 
on  long,  ^viry  stems,  giv- 
ing the  plant  a  graceful 
effect,  and  making  them 
valuable    for  cutting. 
The   petals    are  long, 
wavy  and    twisted,  as 
shown  in  the  engraving, 
and  the  colors  represent- 
ed are  many  and  beauti- 
ful— shades  of  blue, rose, 
crimson,  lilac,  white  and 
yellow,  while  some  are 
charmingly    tinted  and 
variegated.    This  Aster 
is  one  of  the  most  beau- 
tiful and  attractive  in 
cultivation,  and  deserves 
a  place  in  every  collec- 
tion of  annuals.    Do  not 
omit  it  in  making  up 
your  seed  order  for  1904. 
■  Asters  thrive  in  a  rich, 
loamy  soil  and  sunny  ex- 
posure. The  plants  most- 
ly bloom  at  the  same 
time,  and  a  bed  of  them  in  bloom  is  gor- 
geous.   When  in  mixed  colors  the  variega- 
tion is  a  source  of  much  admiration,  as  the 
colors  are  very  numerous.    The  tall,  large- 
flowered  Asters  are  even  more  showy  in 
beds  than  the  dwarf  sorts,  and  the  Ostrich 
Feather  Aster  is  one  of  the  best  of  them. 
Set  ten  inches  apart  each  way,  and  keep 
well  watered  till  the  plants  bloom.    If  the 
aster  beetle  appears  sprinkle  the  plants 
with  water  to  which  has  been  added  paris 
green,  a  teaspoonful  to  two  gallons  of  water. 


CISSUS  DISCOLOR  is  a  hot-house 
climber,  valued  for  its  richly  varie- 
gated, velvety  foliage,  the  upper 
surface  of-  the  leaves  being  rich  light  green 
with  white  markings,  and  the  under  sur- 
face a  bright  reddish  purple.  The  stems, 
too,  are  reddish  purple.  It  is  well  adapted 
for  house  culture  in  summer,  however,  and 
very  handsome  specimens  are  frequently 
seen  in  window  collections  in  autumn.  It 
is  mostly  treated  as  a  trellis  plant,  and  ap- 
pears well  when  grown  in  a  large  pot  and 
given  a  balloon-shaped  trellis  for  support. 

Do  not  get  the  plant  till  warm  weather 
comes,  then  give  it  a  large  pot  of  turfy 
loam,  leaf -mould  and 
sharp  sand,  equal  parts, 
well  mixed,  with  thor- 
ough drainage, and  place 
in  a  warm,  sunny  win- 
dow. The  plant  is  a  na- 
tive of  Java,  and  likes 
plenty  of  moist  heat.  A 
temperature  of  seventy 
degrees  or  even  warmer 
is  repaid  by  a  luxuriant 
growth  of  brilliant  foli- 
age. Water  it  freely  dur- 
ing the  hot,  grooving 
season.  Never  allow  the 
soil  to  become  dry  for  a 
protracted  p-eriod.  If 
you  wish  it  to  branch, 
pinch  off  the  point  of 
the  leading  shoot  while 
the  plant  is  small.  Two 
or  three  plants  may  be 
placed  in  one  large  pot 
and  trained  upon  one 
large  trellis.  Some  rec- 
OSTRICH  FEATHER  ASTER.  ommend  this  vine  for 

baskets  and  vases,  but  it  is  more  satisfac- 
tory for  a  trellis. 

Propagation  is  readily  effected  in  the 
spring,  as  well  as  in  summer,  hy  placing 
cuttings  of  the  half-ripened  vines  in  sharp, 
moist  sand  and  keeping  them  covered  with 
a  glass,  or  in  a  close,  warm  temperature. 
During  winter  water  sparingly  and  keep  in 
a  warm  room.  At  this  season  the  foliage 
appears  faded,  and  a  retired  place  is  pre- 
ferable. In  the  spring  repot  in  a  large  pot, 
and  treat  as  before.

Amaryllis  TFeatment.— Bulbs  of  Aig- 
berth  Amaryllis  and  A.  Johnsoni  do  well 
bedded  out  in  summer.  To  insure  ripen- 
ing and  free-blooming  they  should  have  a 
sunny  exposure,  and  a  good  mulching  of 
stable  litter  as  hot  weather  approaches. 
Where  there  are  but  a  few  bulbs  it  is  better 
to  grow  them  in  pots.  A|compost  of  fibrous 
loam,  manure  and  sharp  sand  suits  the 
bulbs.  Use  a  six-inch  or  eight-inch  pot, 
placing  the  bulb  so  the  crown  will  protrude 
above  the  surface.  Winter  in  the  cellar, 
watering  sparingly,  and  bring  to  a  light, 
warm  room  toward  spring.  The  buds 
should  soon  develop,  and  when  the  after- 
growth is  completed  give  a  sunny  place 
and  but  little  water  until  the  bulbs  are  well 
ripened.  Bedded  bulbs  should  be  dug  aft- 
er frost  and  wintered  in  a  frost-proof  place. 

Aloe.— Most  Aloes  are  somewhat  like  a 
Century  Plant  in  growth  and  habit,  but  the 
succulent  leaves  are  smaller,  and  .some 
species  have  thorny  edged  leaves  and  a 
sharp  fold.  Some  are  blue-green,  .some 
mottled,  and  some  gray-green.  They  are 
mostly  of  easy  culture,  and  attractive 
when  grown  as  pot  plants. 

Lime  Water.— This  is  formed  by  pour- 
ing water  upon  fresh  lime  and  allf)wing  to 
stand  till  it  is  clear.  A  small  portion  of 
this  may  be  added  once  a  week  or  fort- 
night to  the  water  before  watering.  Used 
moderately  it  is  mostly  beneficial  to  plant 
growth,  as  well  as  destructive  to  earth 
worms. 


WINTER-BLOOMING  HOUSE  ROSES. 


THERE  are  few  Roses  adapted  for  win- 
dow culture,  and  such  plants  as  are 
seen  in  the  windows  are  mostly  fiow- 
erless.  To  succeed  you  should  begin  in 
spring  to  prepare  for  winter.  Get  small 
plants  of  the  Clotilde  Soupert,  white  with 
peach  centre;  Hermosa,  pink:  Francisca 
Kruger,  yellow:  Queen's  Scarlet,  crimson: 
and  Arch  Duke  Charles,  variegated.  Pot 
these  in  three-inch  pots,  using  a  well-  mix- 
ed compost  of  equal  parts  rotted  sods,  cow 
manure,  woods-soil  and  sand,  and  plunge 
in  coal  ashes  in  a  place  sheltered  from  west 
winds  and  the  hot  midday  sun.  Pinch  out 
the  buds  as  fast  as  they  appear,  and  as  soon 
as  the  roots  cover  the  inside  of  the  pot  shift 
into  a  pot  an  inch  larger,  until  the  plants 
occupy  six-inch  or  seven-inch  pots,  in 
which  they  may  be  allowed  to  bloom.  If 
skilfully  handled  the  plants  will  be  dense, 
bushy  ones  full  of  buds  by  the  time  cold 
nights  appear,  and  the  pot  plants  are  given 
their  winter  quarters.  Keep  the  soil  well 
stirred  and  give  a  very  weak  solution  of 
manure  water  once  a  week.  To  keep  off 
the  green  fly  place  tobacco  siftings  or  chop- 
ped tobacco  stems  upon  the  soil  around  the 
plants,  renewing  the  supply  every  fort- 
night. Remove  fading  flowers,  cutting 
away  a  portion  of  the  bunch,  if  there  are 
no  signs  of  buds.  These  simple  directions 
should  enable  everyone  who  has  window 
plants  to  have  a  few  blooming  Roses  dur- 
the  dull  winter  months.  The  varieties  rec- 
ommended are  not  generally  grown  for 
winter  blooming,  but  they  are  free  from 
mildew,  quite  hardy,  and  have  beautiful 
flowers:  and  when  treated  as  advised  they 
will  be  found  to  bloom  freely  and  satisfac- 
torily in  the  window  in  winter. 

Eupatorium  riparium.— This  is  a  fine 
winter-blooming  plant.  It  has  graceful, 
dense  foliage  and  becomes  a  mass  of  clus- 
tered bloom,  the  flowers  being  pur<- 
white,  brush-like,  on  slender  stems.  It  i> 
easily  propagated  from  either  seeds  or  cut- 
tings. In  summer  it  makes  its  growth,  but 
after  the  holidays  the  buds  begin  to  show, 
and  for  several  weeks  it  is  a  sheet  of  white 
bloom.  The  plant  does  well  in  pots,  and 
in  the  conservatory  or  greenhouse  thrives 
when  benched  or  bedded.  The  flowers  are 
fine  for  cutting.  The  plants  require  only 
such  treatment  as  you  would  give  a  Ger- 
anium. ^^^^^^^^^.^^^^^^.^^^^.^^^^.^^^^^^^^.^^^ 

Cutting"  back  Hollyhock.- After  Hol- 
lyhocks are  through  blooming  it  is  well  to 
remove  the  tops,  and  let  the  plant  gather 
strength  to  endure  the  winter,  which  it  will 
do  if  not  too  much  exhausted.  To  prevent 
exhaustion  it  is  advisable  to  cut  the  flowers 
as  soon  as  they  fade,, thus  preventing  the 
dcvclo])ment  of  seeds.  Free  and  continu- 
ous blooming  is  also  promoted  by  cutting 
the  fadincr  flowers.

CHRYSANTHEMUMS  AND  MILDEW. 


FEW  annuals,  if  any,  make  a  more  at- 
tractive display  in  autumn  than  the 
large-flowered  double  Asters,  when 
massed  together  in  a  sunny  bed,  and  few 
are  of  easier  culture.  The  seeds  germinate 
in  from  five  to  seven  days,  the  plants  are 
easily  transplanted,  and  all  they  need  in 
the  early  part  of  the  season  is  a  little  culti- 
vation to  admit  the  air  and  moisture  to  the 
roots.  The  flowers  remain  open  for  a  long 
time,  and  the  blooming  season  under  ordi- 
nary conditions,

The  Paeony-flow^er- 
ed,  with  incurved 
petals,  of  which 
Grasshoff's  Perfec- 
tion, represented  on 
first  title-page,  is  a 
type.  Thelmbri- 
QUILLED  ASTER.  cat  e  d,  w  i  t  h  f  1  a  t  , 
overlapping,  recurved  petetls,  as  represent- 
ed in  the  Victoria  Aster ;  the  Feathered 
Aster,  with  twisted  and  curved  petals, 
shown  on  second  title  page,  and  the  Quilled 
Aster,  with  straight,  pointed  petals,  shown 
in  the  small  illustration  above.  All  of  these 
classes  have  special  points  of  beauty,  and 
ardent  admirers.  All  are  worthy  of  cul- 
ture either  in  pots  or  beds. 

When  bedded  out 
the  tall  races,  which 
grow  about  two  feet^ 
high,  should  be  set  ten^ 
inches  apart,  and  the 
s  e  m  i- dwarf ,  growing 
fifteen  inches  high  a- 
bout  eight  inches  apart, 
while  dwarf  kinds  victoria  aster. 
should  stand  but  five  or  six  inches  apart. 
In  setting  a  bed  of  Asters  care  should  be 
taken  to  place  them  with  reference  to  their 
height,  the  dwarf er  plants  occup3'ing  the 
margin,  that  the  plants  may  not  be  smoth- 
ered or  the  flowers  hidden. 

The  Double  Asters  have  two  enemies 
which  are  sometimes  troublesome.  One  is 
the  root-aphis,  which  molests  the  roots 
during  a  dry  season,  and  the  other  is  the 
black  beetle  which  eats  the  flowers.  The 
former  may  be  destro^^ed  by  a  free  applica- 
tion of  hot  quassia  chips  tea,  and  the  lat- 
ter by  sprinkling  the  bed  occasionally  with 
water  charged  with  paris  green — a  tea- 
spoonful  to  two  gallons,  well  stirred  while 
applying.  Or,  the  bed  ma^^  be  protected 
with  a  frame  covered  with  fine  wire  mos- 
quito netting.  This  netting  also  partially 
shields  the  flowers  from  severe  winds. 


A CANADA  Sister  complains  that  her 
Chrysanthemums  mildewed,  and  the 
buds  dropped  off  just  after  removing 
the  plants  to  the  house,  notwithstanding 
they  got  plenty  of  light  and  air.  She  wants 
the  editor  to  suggest  the  cause  and  give  a 
remedy. 

The  cause  cannot  be  definitely  given. 
Plants  subject  to  mildew  are  of  ten  attacked 
during  a  spell  of  cold,  damp,  cloudy  weath- 
er.- The  chilly  dampness  seems  to  promote 
the  developing  and  spreading  of  the  mil- 
dew spores.  Plants  are  sometimes  affected, 
however,  during  pleasant  weather,  when 
the  conditions  seem  unfavorable  for  the 
disease,  and  the  question,  *'Why,**  con- 
fronts the  most  intelligent  scientist. 

We  cannot  always  tell  why  human  ills  of 
a  certain  nature  become  troublesome  in  one 
locality,  while  another  locality  similar  in 
character,  is  healthy;  and  the  ills  of  plant 
life  are  perhaps  more  involved  in  mystery 
than  those  of  human  life,  as  there  is  far 
more  attention  given  to  the  discovery  of 
the  causes  and  remedies  of  diseases  that  af- 
fect humanity  than  to  those  that  affect  veg- 
etation. 

For  mildew  and  the  various  fungous  dis- 
eases that  trouble  plants  we  have  a  sover- 
eign remedy  and  that  is  the  fumes  of  flow- 
ers ofv  sulphur.  The  only  difficulty  in  the 
way  is  to  know  how  to  produce  and  apply 
the  fumes  properly.  If  applied  too  strong 
the}^  will  injure  or  destroy  the  plants,  and 
even  human,  as  well  as  plant  and  insect 
life.  The  florist  now  attaches  cups  upon 
his  hot  water  pipes  here  and  there  through- 
out his  greenhouses  and  these  he  keeps  fill- 
ed with  water  mixed  with  sulphur.  The 
fumes  are  thus  generated  slowly  and  con- 
tinually, and  the  air  is  kept  clear  of  the 
spores  of  the  various  fungous  diseases.  Be- 
fore this  method  of  applying  sulphur  was 
adopted  the  florist  often  placed  some  sul- 
phur upon  a  pan,  set  fire  to  it,  and  walked 
rapidly  through  the  affected  houses,  hold- 
ing the  pan  aloft.  But  with  even  great 
care  and  experience  this  cure  was  some- 
times worse  than  the  disease.  In  the  plant- 
room  the  florist's  modern  method  of  apply- 
ing sulphur  fumes  might  be  used  in  a  mod- 
ified form,  the  sulphur  liquid  being  placed 
in  a  small  vessel  and  heated  by  fixing  in  a 
large  vessel  containing  water,  to  which 
heat  is  applied.  It  should,  however,  ever 
be  borne  in  mind,  that  the  strong  fumes  of 
burning  sulphui:  in  quantity  are  sure  death 
to  all  life  whether  of  plants  or  animals,  and 
that  the  material,  harmless  as  a  powder, 
m.ust  be  handled  about  fire  as  a  deadly  poi- 
son. It  would  be  better  to  lose  the  plants 
than  to  suffer  the  loss  of  a  human  life.  Its 
use  as  a  fungicide  for  the  ordinary  ama- 
teurs' use  cannot,  therefore,  be  unhesitat- 
ingl}^  recommended.  Some  recommend  a 
dressing  of  flowers  of  sulphur  about  Roses 
and  plants  subject  to  mildew. 
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BLACK  FLIES  AND  WHITE  WORMS.  AMARYLLIS  TREATMENT. 


THE  small  black  flies  that  are  found 
about  the  soil  of  pot  plants  lay  their 
e^gs  in  the  soil,  and  these  appear  in 
their  larval  state  as  diminutive  white 
"worms.*'  To  get  rid  of  them  let  the  soil 
become  comparatively  dry,  then  water 
with  quassia-chips  tea  somewhat  .hotter 
than  the  hand  will  bear.  Apply  the  liquid 
till  it  appears  in  the  drainage.  The  flies 
are  rarely  seen  except  about  soil  that  is 
sour  by  sluggish  drainage,  and  are  mostly 
an  indication  that  the  soil  should  be  im- 
proved in  porosity  and  drainage.  If  lime 
water  is  applied  occasionally  it  will  neutral- 
ize the  acid  in  the  soil  and  make  it  agree- 
able to  the  growth  of  the  plants. 

Jasmine,  Grand  Duke.— This  plant  is 
an  evergreen,  of  stubby  growth,  and  leaves 
large,  densely  double,  creamy-white,  very 
fragrant  flowers.  It  should  have  rich,  po- 
rous soil,  a  warm,  moist  temperature  and 
partial  shade  during  hot  weather.  Avoid 
over-potting.  The  plants  will  often  stand 
dormant  for  weeks,  then  produce  a  branch, 
or  perhaps  several  branches,  which  will 
make  a  vigorous  growth.  To  encourage 
such  branches  it  is  well  to  cut  the  blooming 
branches  back  when  through  blooming. 
The  plant  may  be  safely  wintered  in  a  re- 
tired part  of  the  conservatory  or  window. 

Sacred  Lilies.— After  Sacred  Lilies  have 
bloomed  they  may  be  kept  and  bedded  out 
in  a  sunny  place  in  the  garden,  and  allow- 
ed to  remain.  If  potted  in  the  fall  they 
\y\\\  grow  and  make  fine  foliage,  but  rarely 
bloom.  It  is  better  to  get  imported  bulbs 
for  winter-blooming.  In  a  mild  climate  the 
bulbs  may  regain  their  vitality  and  bloom 
in  the  garden,  and  when  thus  revived  may 
again  be  used  in  the  window.  It  is  better, 
however, to  buy  the  imported  bulbs  than  to 
run  the  risk  of  having  '  'nothing  but  leaves' ' 
when  the  blooms  should  appear. 

Flcus  repens.— This  vine  attaches  itself 
to  a  wall  just  as  do  the  branches  of  Ampclop- 
sis  Veitchi,  while  it  is  evergreen  and  has 
vn  V        ' fill  foliage.    For  the  South  it  is 
:ible  wall  vine,  as  it  surpasses 
in  the  delicacy  and  beautv  of 
e.    It  is  a  near  relative  of  Ficus 
L  .,  the  Rubber  Tree,  and  as  a  wall 
at  the  South,  it  is  quite  as  valuable  as 
is  Me  Rubber  Tree  as  a  pot  plant  at  the 
North. 

Boston  Fern.— This  Fern  is  an  cver-

THE  first  sign  of  growth  renewal  in 
Amaryllis  Johnsonii  is  the  purhing  up 
of  a  flower  scape  bearing  several  buds. 
As  the  scape  rises  the  buds  gradually  de- 
velop until  you  have  several  large,  lily- 
shaped  flowers,  supported  .by  a  strong,  stiff 
stem  from  eight  to  twelve  inches  high. 
While  this  development  is  progressing  the 
plants  should  be  liberally  watered,  and  an 
occasional  application  of  weak  manure 
water  will  be  found  of  benefit.  When  the 
last  flower  fades  re- 
move the  stem,  cut- 
ting it  near  the 
ground,  and  encour- 
a  g  e  the  develop- 
ment of  the  foliage, 
which  succeeds  the 
flower  scape.  When 
the  pot  is  small  it  is 
advisable  to  shift  the 
plant  into  a  larger 
one  as  soon  as  the 
flower  scape  is  re- 
moved. This  opera- 
tion will  tend  to  en- 
large the  bulb  and 
promote  a  vigorous  growth  of  foliage,  but 
sometimes  it  results  in  the  loss  of  the  flow- 
ers for  a  season,  as  the  energy  of  the  plant 
is  used  in  growth  rather  than  in  the  forma- 
tion of  bud  germs. 

A  compost  of  turfy  loam,  leaf-mould  and 
sand,  equal  parts,  suits  the  Amaryllis. 
Place  the  bulb  with  the  neck  protruding 
abov^e  the  surface,  and  if  possible  use  char- 
coal drainage.  A  rather  sunny  window  is 
preferable,  but  do  not  expose  the  sides  of 
the  pot  to  the  rays  of  the  mid-day  sun  dur- 
ing summer.  After  the  foliage  is  fully  de- 
veloped and  shows  a  tendency  to  fade, 
gradually  withhold  the  water  supply,  let- 
ting the  plant  remain  in  a  sunny  exposure 
until  the  '"oliage  becomes  dry  and  lifeless, 
when  it  may  be  removed  and  the  plai 
given  a  retired  place  during  the  autumn 
and  early  winter.  Water  sparingly  during 
this  resting  period,  but  do  not  let  the  soil 
dry  out  entirely.  The  bulb  has  larg^ 
fleshy  roots  that  may  be  ruined  by  sevei\ 
drouth.  L'pon  signs  of  growth,  replace  the 
pot  in  the  window  and  begin  watering. 

When  bedded  out  in  summer  in  partial 
shade  the  bulbs  often  bloom  freely,  and 
make  a  fine  growth.    When  given  a  sunn\ 
exposure,  however,  the  bulbs  mature  bet 
ter  and  are  more  likely  to  bloom  the  nc 
season.    When  so  planted  a  mulching  ' 
stable  litter  during  the  hot  months  will  1 
found  beneficial. 

Hardiness  of  Cape  Jasmine.— The 

Cape  Jasmine,  Gardenia  Florida,  is  hardy 
at  the  South,  but  north  of  Washington  it 
would  be  useless  to  attempt  its  cultivation 
except  in  ix)ts.  It  is  not  generally  consid- 
ered hardy  north  of  the  Carollnas.'

THE  SPANISH  DAGGER. 


THE  Yucca  filamentosa  is  a  common 
evergrc  _n  of  all  the  Southern  States. 
The  peculiar,  daggor-like  leaves  are 
long,  flat  and  sharp-pointed.  They  grow 
round  and  round  the  C3dindrical  trunk,  af- 
ter the  manner  of  the  Tree  Fern,  but  each 
-leaf  points  stiffly  out,  so  that  it  is  only  in 
the  way  they  start  from  the  apex  that  the 
resemblance  to  a  Tree  "Fern  or  a  Palm  lies. 

The  daggers  or  leaves  arc  dark,  rich 
green,  and  as  strong  and  firm  :io  many 
kinds  of  wood  or  bark.  It  is  r.  common 
.  practice  of  young  people  'n  the  Scr^th  to 
write  their  names  on  the  \  ncca  leaver  -.vith 
a  sharp  pointed  needle,  pin  or  knife  blade. 
The  sap  will  then  harden,  or  hj:J,  perfect- 
ly white,  and  r  ^  the  plant  continues  to 
grow,  the  names  look  r-3  though  the}'  had 
been  embroidered  in  white  thrcrid.  Th. 
Yucca  variega.a  has  each  leaf  or  dagger 
edged  vvith  )  ellow,  which  makers  it  a  very 
showy  plant.  The  sharp  points  are  an  ob- 
jection; still  the  plr.nt  is  so  hcnlthy,  so  in- 
dependent of  care  and  so  long  lived,  that 
it  is  frequently  the  case  that  people  who 
have  nothing  else  ^v  ill  have  a  pair  of  Yuc- 
cas. On  either  side  of  a  ^  ..:e,  a  porch  or  a 
door,  they  appear  exceedingly  vrell.  The 
blooms  are  creamy  whiL^,  be:i-sii:4':'^d,  larg- 
er than  the  Bell-Flower  or  Abutilon,  and 
form  on  tall  stal'is  that  spring  from  the 
center.  It  blooms  in  August  and  Septem- 
ber and  is  much  admired.  The  plants  are 
propagated  from  off-shoots  or  suckers, 
which  old  plants  freely  produce.

COUNTRY  COUSINS. 


I HAVE  taken  much  interest  in  a  bed  of 
wild  flowers  which  I  have  set  along  the 
north  of  my  porch,  where  they  flourish 
with  little  or  no  care. 

I  have  derived  a  great  deal  of  pleasure 
from  tracing  the  relationship  between  these 
and  the  cultivated  flowers  on  the  south 
side.  Most  of  the  wild  flowers  have  larger 
blooms  than  they  do  in  the  woods.  I  nev- 
er saw  such  beautiful  Bloodroot  blossoms! 
They  were  nearl}-  as  large  as  their  showy 
cousins,  the  Poppies. 

The  Crov/foot  family  is  represented  by 
the  dainty  Hepatica,  the  Aquilegia  or  wild 
Columbine,  the  Rue  Anemone  and  Wood 
Anemone,  also  the  Anemone  Virginica  or 
Thic&-v/eed,  the  Meadow  Rue,  and  Clem- 
at' i or  Virgin's  Bower.  The  city  cousins 
arc  not  so  numerous,  being  the  Larkspur, 
Dluc  Ccliimbine,  andthePsony.  The  Di- 
ecntra  cueuilaria  or  Dutchman's  Breeches, 
is  zo  dainty  and  woodsy  that  one  can  but 
prefer  it  to  its  showy  cousin,  Dicentra  spec- 
tabilis,  or  Bleeding  Heart.  The  most  beau- 
tiful of  my  wild  flowers  is  the  Mertensia 
Virginica,  named  for  Prof.  Mertens  of  Ger- 
man3a  It  is  variously  known  as  Bluebell, 
Virginia  Cowslip  and  Lungwort.  It  be- 
longs to  the  Borage  family,  and  is  a  cousin 
of  the  Forget-mc-not  and  Heliotrope. 
Another  beautiful  blue  flower  is  the  Greek 
Valerian  or  Jacob's  Ladder,  which,  with  the 
Phlox,  belongs  to  the  Polemonium  family. 
Another  numerous  family  is  the  Ox-eye 
Daisy,  Iron-weed,  Asters,  Goldenrod  and 
wild  Rudbeckia.  Of  cultured  varieties,  I  * 
have  Asters,  Achillea,  Dahlias,  Zinnias, 
ChrysanLhemums  and  Marigolds,  as  well  as 
the  Golden  Glow,  which  has  been  the  pride 
of  my  heart  for  weeks.  Altogether  I  enjoy 
my  "country  cousins"  so  much  that  I  am 
thinking  of  giving  them  the  beds  on  the 
east  side  of  the  house^  where  I  set  my 
Primroses  and  Begonias  for  the  summer.

Cupid  Sweet  Peas  as  Pot  Plants.— 

The  Dwarf  Sweet  Peas  make  admirable 
pot  plants.  The  soil  should  be  wonderfully 
rich,  pots  not  toe  large,  and  drainage  good. 
When  first  planting  :he  seeds,  only  fill  the 
pots  two- thirds  full  of  earth.  When  the 
plants  are  well  up,  begin  to  fill  the  remain- 
ing space  with  good  soil.  Keep  filling  as 
the  plants  grow,  until  the  pot  is  full.  One 
seed  should  be  allowed  to  each  pot,  plant- 
ing only  a  half  an  inch  to  an  inch  deep. 
Care  should  be  used  in  watering,  after  the 
plants  have  begun  to  branch  and  fill  up  the 
pot.  It  is  very  much  better  to  keep  a  deep 
saucer  full  of  fresh  water  underneath  the 
pot,  so  the  plant  can  take  it  up  whenever 
it  is  in  need  of  any.  This  will  allow  the 
plant  to  be  kept  sufficiently  watered,  and 
yet  preserve  the  leaves  from  becoming 
wet,  causing  rot  or  mould.

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SEEDLING  CANNAS. 


C ANNAS  have  been  so  much  improved 
during  the  past  ten  years  that  they 
are  among  the  most  showy  of  bedding 
and  pot  plants.  The  plants  throw  up  large 
scapes  of  flowers  not  unlike  those  of  Gladi- 
olus, and  in  colors  ranging  through  shades 
of  yellow,  red  and  white,  many  richly  va- 
riegated. Started  early  from  seeds  they 
begin  to  bloom  in  mid-summer  and  form 
handsome  blooming  clumps  which  continue 
to  make  a  fine  display  until  frost.  If  lifted 
then  and  stored  in  a 
dry,  frost-proof 
room  the  roots  may 
be  used  for  planting 
out  the  next  season. 
Do  not  let  them  be- 
come too  dry  or  chill- 
ed, however,  or  they 
will  lose  vitality. 

The  Editor  has  re- 
ceived many  inter- 
esting letters  from 
Canna  enthusiasts, 
some  of  which  are  re- 
produced for  the 
benefit  of  Magazine 
readers: 

Mr.  Editor :  I  had  read 
and  re-read  the  advice 
given  and  now  consider 
to  crack  Canna  seeds 
before  planting  is  dim- 
ply to  throw  thex  a- 
way.  Pouring  bo,  ing 
water  on  them  until  one 
by  one  the  blister  forms, 
is  a  better  way  than  fil- 
ing or  cracking  them. 

Be  cautious  about 
pouring  boiling  hot  wa- 
ter on  any  after  the  blis- 
ter foi-ms.  Plant  in  damp 
sand,  rather  deep.  Do 
not  allow  the  sand  to 
dry  out,  but  do  not  wa- 
ter if  the  sand  is  damp, 
If  any  one  follows  these 
rules  a  large  bed  of  Can- 
nas  can  soon  be  obtained 
with  httle  cost.— Mrs,  Isa 
Peer.  West.  Co.,  Onta- 
rio, Canada. 

Mr.  Editor:  Last  sea- 
son I  bought  a  packet 
of  choice  Canna  seeds.  Those  seeds  were  not  plant- 
ed till  May  10.  When  they  came  I  filed  a  notch  in 
each  one  with  a  three-cornered  file,  poured  on  them 
water  as  hot  as  the  hand  could  bear,  then  stood  them 
on  the  range  shelf  until  morning.  Then  I  made  a 
rich  bed  of  good  garden  soil  and  planted  them  out 
in  the  ground.  In  a  week  they  were  coming  up. 
In  the  fore  part  of  August  they  began  blooming. 
Seven  seeds  gave  me  five  different  beauties.  Can 
any  flower  lover  do  better  ?-^Mrs.  Ruth  A,  Johnson, 
Cloud  Co.,  Kansas. 

Mr.  Editor :  Last  spring  I  bought  a  three-cent 
packet  of  Canna  seeds — 10  in  number.  In  spite  of 
poor  soil,  six  grew  past  the  "puppy"  stage,  and  as 
warm  weather  approached  they  were  transplanted 
from  their  thin,  shallow  box  in  the  house, to  a  sunny 
bed  in  the  garden.  There  they  thrived  and  grew 
and  bloomed  all  summer.  This  fall  I  took  up  two 
bushel  basket  fulls  of  roots,  to  be  stored  in  their  win- 
ter quarters  in  a  frost-proof  cellar.   Is  that  not  a

Mr.  Editor :  I  will  tell  you  how  I  raise  the  large- 
flowering  Cannas  from  seeds.  I  pour  boiling  water 
over  them  and  let  them  stand  for  several  hours, 
then  I  plant  them  in  the  house  until  warm  weather. 
When  they  become  fine  plants  I  transplant  to  the 
yard,  in  a  bed  prepared  by  using  a  Uberal  quantity 
of  manure  from  the  hen  house,  and  keep  the  bed 
damp,  and  by  July  15th  I  have  them  in  bloom.  They 
are  greatly  admired  by  my  neighbors,  and  I  have 
influenced  many  to  plant  Cannas. — Mrs.  Irvin  Leif- 
er.  Stark  Co.,  Ohio. 

Cannas  like  a  bed  fully  exposed  to  the 
warm  sun,  and  a  mulching  of  stable  litter 
as  soon  as  hot  weather*  comes.  While 
blooming  you  can  hardly  give  the  plants 
too  much  water.  The  seeds  should  be  of  a 
good  strain  to  get 
good  results  from 
the  plants.  Their 
beauty  in  foliage 
and  flower  with  their 
ease  of  culture  com- 
mend them  to  all 
who  cultivate  flow- 
ers in  either  house 
or  garden. 


Florida  Lily.— I 

found  a  •  Lily  grow- 
ing in  the  flat  piney 
woods — the  soil  was 
black,  damp  muck, 
mixed  with  clear 
white  sand.  The 
Lilies  were  growing 
in  hundreds,  one  on 
each  stock,  about 
ten  to  fourteen  inch- 
es in  height.  They

wood  miles  and  miles  from  any  dwelling, 
when  we  came  across  this  Lily  bed.  I  think 
there  were  about  three  acres  of  them.

Freesias  from  Seeds. — Many  persons 
in  England  raise  their  Freesias  from  seeds, 
instead  of  buying  the  bulbs.  The  seeds 
start  readily,  and  if  sown  early  in  the 
spring  the  plants  will  bloom  the  following 
winter.  Sown  on  the  north  side  of  a  pick- 
et fence  they  are  sheltered  during  summer, 
and  can  be  potted  in  fall  for  the  window. 
They  like  a  cool,  moist  soil,  and  should  be 
kept  close  to  the  glass  in  the  window.

MARECHAL  NEIL  ROSE  IN  FLORIDA. 


I ONCE  saw  a  five  year  old  grafted  Mare- 
chal  Neil  Rose  in  Florida,  the  main  sfem 
of  which  was  seven  inches  in  circumfer- 
ence. The  plant  covered  about  thirty  feet 
square  of  trellis.  It  would  have  covered  at 
least  fifty  feet  square  had  it  not  been  kept 
cut  back.  The  owner  assured  me  he  was 
satisfied  that  if  the  plant  was  allowed  to 
grow,  and  a  trellis  made  for  it,  in  three 
years  it  would  cover  one-half  acre  of 
ground.  On  my  own  place  in  Florida,  there 
are  two  fine  specimens  of  I^Iarechal  Neil 
Roses  which  excite  never  failing  wonder 
and  admiration.  One  of  them  is  trained  up 
the  end  of  a  broad  veranda,  and  sends  out 
great  lush  canes,  larger  around  than  my 
thumb,  and  from  twelve  to  fifteen  feet  in 
length,  arching  over  gracefully  on  all  sides, 
and  wTcathed  their  entire  lengths  with  my- 
riads of  golden  Roses  in  every  stage  of  de- 
velopment. A  bushel  of  Roses  at  a  time 
may  be  culled  from  it  and  not  be  missed. 
The  flowers  are  slow  to  develop,  but  they 
are  very  persistent,  remaining  good  for  a 
long  time,  often  until  they  actually  wear 
out — each  a  golden  globe  of  loveliness.

Teeoma. — Tecoma  Stans,  known  as  yel- 
low elder,  is  very  fine,  has  compound  leaves, 
and  in  the  autumn  a  wealth  of  rich,  yellow 
flowers,  tube  shaped  completely  covers  the 
plant.  It  is  something  new  for  a  house 
plant,  but  a  favorite  with  me  at  least. 
Mine  is  six  feet  high  with  foliage  that  al- 
ways attracts  visitors.  It  is  in  bloom  un- 
til Christmas.

Garden  Culture. 

HOW  I  RAISE  EARLY  PLANTS. 


I HAVE  two  hooks  or  large  nails  fasten- 
ed to  the  wall  near  the  ceiling,  and  tic 
the  two  ends  of  a  piece  of  small  rope  or 
binder  twine  doubled,  to  form  a  long  loop 
like  a  swing,  to  each  one.  The  hooks  are 
three  feet  apart.  Then  I  get  a  piece  of 
plank,  one  foot  wide  and  four  feet  long, 
and  slip  an  end  through  each  loop,  (I  have 
mine  near  the  stove  in  the  sitting  room, 
where  there  is  fire  all  day,  and  nearly  all 
night).  I  fold  newspapers  and  put  behind, 
extending  above  and  below  to  protect  the 
wall  paper  in  watering,  as  one  edge  of 
shelf  rests  against  the  wall.  I  then  prepare 
tin  cans,  using  drainage  and  fine  soil  mixed 
with  a  little  sand.  Put  one  or  two  seeds  of 
Cannas  or  something  that  does  not  trans- 
plant well  in  the  center  of  each  can,  and 
sprinkle  seeds  of  Petunias,  Pinks,  Cosmos, 
and  others  over  the  whole  top.  Cover 
light,  or  deep  according  to  size  of  seeds. 
After  planting  I  water  well  and  cover  with 
folded  paper,  and  keep  moist.  WHien  the 
plants  are  up  I  remove  to  the  window. 
AVhen  large  enough  to  transplant  I  remove 
those  about  the  outer  part  of  can,  and  turn 
the  center  one  without  disturbing  the 
roots,  that  is  with  the  ball  of  the  soil  ad- 
hering. In  this  way,  if  planted  early,  one 
can  have  a  good  many  perennials  bloom 
the  first  summer.  I  also  have  bedding 
plants  almost  ready  to  bloom,  when  those 
out-doors  are  only  coming  up.  I  always 
plant  a  few  Tomatoes  and  Peppers  for  ear- 
ly, and  sometimes  root  a  few  slips  on  the 
end  of  the  shelf  farthest  from  the  fire.  I 
turn  a  glass  over  each  slip.

Pansy  Bed.— By  all  means  start  a  Pansy 
bed.  When  cold  weather  comes  put  dirt 
around  the  roots,  and  a  light  covering  of 
leaves.  When  early  spring  comes  you  will 
have  blooms  until  late.  The  more  you  pull 
the  blooms  the  better  they  bloom.  Never 
allow  any  to  go  to  seed  if  you  want  con- 
stant blooms.  Pansies  will  root  from  cut- 
tings. In  pulling  the  blooms  I  sometimes 
break  off  a  slip.  I  put  it  out  and  in  a  little 
time,  it  too,  is  blooming.        Aunt  Nan.

B>- 
summer  the  box,  three  feet  long  by  one 
foot  wide,  was  full,  and  the  sides  covered.

PELARGONIUMS. 


THERE  was  a  time  when  I  questioned 
whether  these  plants,  which  need  one 
of  the  best  places  in  a  sunny  window 
in  winter,  yet  do  not  bloom  until  spring, 
really  paid  to  grow.  But  that  was  before 
I  had  seen  the  grand  new  varieties  which 
are  now  to  be  had.  When  I  first  saw  one 
of  these,  large,  semi-double,  and  so  beauti- 
fully ruffled  and  crinkled,  my  doubts  all 
fled.  I  could  hardly  realize  that  it  was  in- 
deed a  Pelargonium  flower.  Now  I  am  an 
enthusiast  on  the  subject,  and  wonder  how 
I  could  ever  have  thought  of  giving  them 
up.  But  I  h  ve  discarded  the  old  varieties, 
not  because  they  were  not  beautiful,  but 
because  the  improved  ones  are  more  beau- 
tiful. 

A  well-grown  Pelargonium  in  full  bloom 
is  always  a  grand  sight;  and  of  course,  the 
finer  the  shape,  color  and  size  of  the  form- 
er, so  much  more  gorgeous  is  the  whole. 

By  growing  them  properly  the  plants 
should  be  in  bloom  at  Easter,  which  is  just 
the  time  when  we  appreciate,  and  especial- 
ly wish  to  have,  a  fine  display  of  flowers. 
And  when  we  have  secured  this,  we  glory 
in  the  result  of  our  labors,  and  forget  all 
about  the  space  these  Pelargoniums 
have  taken  in  our  window  garden — in  fact 
we  forget  ever\^thing  but  their  loveliness. 
But  really  we  should  never  begrudge  them 
room  among  our  winter  bloomers,  for  the 
leaves  are  such  a  rich  green  and  so  rank- 
growing  that  they  are  attractive  in  them- 
selves. 

Some  persons  have  a  very  cool,  but  sunny 
window,  where  they  can  keep  them  until 
January,  which  is  an  advantage;  but  after 
that  time  they  should  have  a  warmer  place. 
Then  they  should  make  strong  and  steady 
growth  in  order  to  have  them  bloom  as  ear- 
ly as  possible.  Once  a  week  an  applica- 
tion of  some  liquid  fertilizer  will  be  needed 
from  January  until  the  flowers  have  come 
and  gone.  When  the  blooming  period  is 
entirely  over,  rest  the  plants  for  a  month 
or  two;  then  shake  off  most  of  the  old  soil 
from  the  roots  and  repot  in  good,  rich  soil, 
containing  a  large  portion  of  leaf  mold. 

When  the  roots  have  had  sufficient  time 
to  become  thoroughly  established,  but  be- 
fore the  plant  begins  to  grow,  cut  the  top 
back  severely.  Thus  when  they  start  new 
branches  their  roots  are  in  a  growing  con- 
dition, and  with  new  soil  to  feed  upon. 
Never  make  the  mistake  of  disturbing  the 
roots  and  pruning  the  top  at  the  same 
time.  Flora  Lee.

[Note.— Unlike  the  Common  Geranium  or  Scarlet 
Pelargonium,  which  is  almost  free  from  the  attack 
of  insects,  the  Fancy  Pelargoniums  are  often  trou- 
bled with  green  lice,  which  are  difficult  to  eradicate. 
It  is  a  good  plan  to  keep  chopped  tobacco  stems  up- 


on the  surface  soil,  and  syringe  with  tobacco  tea  oc- 
casionally. Keep  the  aphis  from  gaining  a  foothold. 
Tobacco  will  be  found  useful  as  a  firtilizer,  as  well 
as  an  insecticide,  and  its  use  as  a  top  dressing  to  the 
soil  is  generally  to  be  recommended.— Ed. J 

Zephypanthes.— Having  only  three 
bulbs,  I  put  them  into  a  tomato  can  filled 
with  garden  soil,  then  set  the  can  on  the 
top  of  my  clothes-press,  where  they  remain- 
ed until  March,  being  watered  two  or  three 
times.  In  looking  up  one  day,  I  said,  "Is 
that  a  bud  or  what?"  It  was  a  bud,  which 
became  a  nice  pink  lily-like  flower  in  three 
days.  Then  I  set  the  plant  among  my  oth- 
en  plants,  keeping  it  watered  until  fall, 
when  I  set  the  can  up  as  before.  To-day 
it  has  two  lovely  pink  flowers  wide  open 
on  it.  One  week  ago  I  took  it  down  and 
watered  it.  I  am  truly  pleased  with  it,  as 
it  is  the  first  of  the  Amaryllis  family  that 
bloomed  for  me  since  coming  to  this  coun- 
try, fifteen  years  ago.  S.  Card.

'  CYTISUS  SCOPARIUS. 


THE  mention  of  Broom  in  the  Decem- 
ber number  of  this  Magazine  recalled 
_  ray  delight  when  a  few  years  ago  its 
glories  were  revealed  to  me.  Here,  near 
the  coast,  it  is  naturalized,  and  indeed,  a 
:  plague  ;  but  oh,  in  the  springtime,  what  ra- 
diance of  gold!  So  vivid  that  even  the 
sunlight  pales!  One  walk  I  remember. 
To  the  right  was  the  road,  bounded  by  a 
high  board  fence  against  which  grew  grass- 
es and  shrubs  of  various  kinds,  and  tall 
Foxgloves,  white  or  purple,  just  beginning 
to  open  their  fair>''  thimbles.  In  front,  be- 
yond the  hill,  a  charming  view  of  old  Fath- 
er Fraser,  sunlit  and  blue,  with  hovering 
white  gulls  and  swift  sailing  boats,  and 
mountains  piled  beyond;  and  to  the  left, 
the  Broom,  as  if  each  bush  spouted  fire 
eight  feet  high,  that  fell  in  a  shower  of 
glittering  sparks,  or  as  if  it  were  a  forma- 
tion of  molten  gold.  For  several  blocks 
the  Broom  made  a  solid  wall.  It  is  only  by 
force  that  one  makes  way  through  the 
dense  growth.

— The  Broom  referred  to.  is  a  hardy  shrub 
that  thrives  in  a  dry  rocky,  exposed  place,  and, as  stat- 
ed becomes  a  thick  mass  of  golden  bloom,  during  the 
early  summer,  eliciting  the  admiration  of  all  who 
see  it.  As  the  plants  are  easily  started  from  seeds, 
it  should  become  popular  among  our  readers  who 
take  an  interest  in  blooming  shrubs.— Ed.] 

Lily  Kinships.— The  Calla,  wrongly 
called  a  Lily,  is  a  member  of  the  Arum  fam- 
ily and  close  of  kin  to  the  Indian  Turnip, 
or  Jack -in -the -Pulpit.  An  old  legend 
claims  that  the  purple  stains  on  the  spathe 
of  this  flower  were  received  at  the  cruci- 
fixion. 

"Beneath  the  cross  it  grew, 
And  in  the  vase-like  hollow  of  the  leaf, 
Catching  from  that  dread  shower  of  agony 
A  few  raysteg^ous  drops,  transmitted  thus 
Unto  the  groves  and  hills  their  healing  stains 
A  heritage  for  storm  or  vernal  shower 
Never  to  blow  away." 

Another  flower  that  is  often  mistaken 
for  the  Lily,  is  the  blossom  of  the  Shinleaf, 
which  much  resembles  the  Lily  of  the  Val- 
ley, both  in  beauty  and  fragrance.  Its  un- 
romantic  name  is  derived  from  the  practice 
of  using  its  leaves  as  "shinplasters."  It 
belongs  to  the  Heath  family  and  the  Azalea 
is  its  "city  cousin."

Polygala  paucifolia.— Dear  Editor :  Will  you 
please  give  in  the  Magazine  the  name  of  the  en- 
closed spring  flower?  It  blooms  in  May,  or  pos- 
sibly as  early  as  April.— G.  R.,  Cohoes,  N,  Y,. 

Ans.— The  sprig  enclosed  is  of  Polygala  pauci- 
folia It  is  mostly  found  in  spouty  places  in 
mountain  regions  from  Georgia  northward.  The 
I)lants  are  low  and  spreading,  with  meagre,  bract- 
like  foliage,  except  near  the  extremity  of  the 
branches,  where  the  irregular  rosy  carmine  flow- 
ers are  produced,  and  here  the  leaves  develop 
gradually  until  they  envelop  the  flower  with  a 
showy,  green  background.  The  editor  has  seen 
great  patches  of  this  little  wildling  showing 
gorgeous  masses  of  bloom  on  poor,  barren  places 
upon  mountain  tops  in  Pennsylvania.  It  is,  how- 
ever, not  a  common  wild  flower.  It  seems  to  be 
particular  as  to  its  soil  and  surroundings,  and 
thrives  only  where  the  conditions  are  favorable 
to  it.

Passiflora  or  Passion  Flower.— The  genus 
known  as  Passiflora  was  so  named  by  the  early 
Spanish  settlers  in  America  because  of  a  fancied 
representation  in  the  flowers  to  Christ's  passion. 
The  crown  of  thorns  is  indicated  by  the  filaments, 
the  styles,  the  nails  which  pierced  the  hands  and 
feet,  and  the  five  anthers  the  marks  of  the 
wounds.  The  fruit  of  P.  edulis  is  edible.  It  is 
about  the  size  of  a  hen's  egg,  and  has  a  purple 
rind  and  orange  pulp.  That  of  some  species,how- 
ever,  is  fetid  and  offensive.  P.  rubra  is  called 
Dutchman's  Laudanum  inJamaica  because  a  sub- 
stitute for  laudanum  is  extracted  from  its  flow- 
ers. P.  ccerulea  is  the  hardiest  species.  It  has 
large,  handsome  blue  flowers  and  is  a  common 
wildling  in  the  South. 

House  Roses.— If  your  Roses  fail  to  bloom  in 
the  window,  bed  them  out  in  the  spring.  Roses 
are  rarely  satisfactory  in  the  house,  and  especial- 
ly when  the  common  greenhouse  kinds  are  used 
as  pot  plants.  It  is  very  much  better  to  give  their 
place  to  Primroses,  Plumbago  coccrnea,  Crassula 
cordata,  Lopesia  rosea,  and  certain  bulbous 
plants,  all  of  which  are  sure  to  bloom  in  winter. 

Asparagus  Fern. — This  name  is  often  applied  to 
Asparagus  plumosus.  In  winter  the  plant  should 
be  watered  only  enough  to  keep  the  soil  moist. 
As  spring  approaches  repot  it,  giving  it  a  larger 
pot,  remove  any  fading  branches,  and  increase 
the  supply  of  water.  It  will  soon  throw  up  new 
stems,  and  become  more  vigorous  than  ever  be-

Mr.  Park:  —In  the  June  number  of  your  Maga- 
zine, I  noticed  that  H.  O.  S.,  of  Nodaway  Co., 
Mo. .had  a  Hydrangea  paniculata,  which  produc- 
ed a  bloom  sixteen  inches  in  circumference.  I 
had  a  bush  which  produced  many  that  were  im- 
mense. But  to  my  surprise,  tbe  bush  sent  up  a 
tall,  central  stalk,  five  feet  high  on  which  ap- 
peared a  flower  cluster,  three  weeks  later  than 
the  others,  and  which  was  twenty-seven  inches 
in  circumference  when  the  frost  caught  it.  The 
flowers  were  not  fully  ^developed  yet,  as  there 
was  only  a  slight  pink  tinge  in  them,  while  the 
others  were  already  a  copper  pink.  Every  one 
said  it  was  a  marvel.  The  stalk  was  stayed  in 
four  directions,  or  it  would  have  lain  prcne  on 
the  ground,  so  heavy  was  the  top.  No  care  was 
given  the  bush,  and  no  fertilizer.  It  simply  grew 
where  it  had  grown  for  years,  in  the  front  of  a 
group  of  Lilacs  and  evergreens.

I 
think  it  must  have  been  a  variety  of  Lupin,  as  it 
grew  in  one  straight  stalk,  had  a  black  and  white 
blossom  as  big  as  a  bean  blossom,  and  pods  as 
long  and  large  as  my  finger,  containing  several 
brown,  rather  misshapen  looking  beans,  which  I 
used  to  roast  on  the  stove  and  eat  with  a  relish. 
Grandmother  burned  them,  ground  them  and 
made  coffee  (?)  of  them.  I  remember  the  pods 
grew  from  the  stem  exactly  like  the  pods  of  our 
garden  Lupin.

Ans.— The  plant  described  is  sometimes  known 
as  Faba  vulgaris,  but  is  now  generally  classed  as 
Vicia  faba  equina,  and  in  catalogues  as  Broad 
Windsor  Bean.  The  plants  are  hardy,  and  the 
beans  can  be  planted  as  early  as  the  ground  can 
be  worked.  They  quickly  come  into  bloom,  and 
the  grreen  beans  are  rendy  for  use  much  earlier 
than  common  beans.
